The DPW is currently in the planning
stages for a new trash pickup system similar to what the Village of Manlius and Town of Manlius has
been using for the past few years. This process will take over two years to implement but we are
looking forward to having this new system enhance our already vibrant trash and recycling programs.
If this were not enough, the DPW is also working on installing our first pickleball court in Brookside at
Coulter Park; this project needed a temporary road installed, large trees taken down and some minor
drainage work. . We

Our Comprehensive Plan Committee has been very busy meeting to refine the Comp Plan. | know
Trustee Small will talk about it more in his article, but | wanted to take this time to thank the
committee along with EDR for their help and guidance with the plan. I've attended both workshops at
the Fayetteville Senior Center and | cannot thank you enough to all who came out and gave us their
ideas and input. Your input is invaluable to make sure we are moving this village in the direction that
will enhance the residents we have the honor of serving. This Comp Plan will help guide our village
for the next 6-8 years.

The Village is currently working on several ARP (American Rescue Plan) projects. The Village
received $206,000 for initiatives to help our village with the effects of the pandemic. We were
fortunate in our village as we worked hard to minimize the impacts of the virus.

Renewable Fayetteville is Fayetteville’s Climate Smart Community
Taskforce. The group has started to meet, with a goal of reducing
greenhouse gases and promoting energy efficiency and sustainability. In
2018, the Village began work on DEC’s Climate Smart Community
program. However, the COVID Pandemic created a pause in pursuit of
the goals of that program. We are building on what has been done in the
past to achieve the Bronze level of that program. We’re working in
conjunction with NYSERDA and the DEC to become a greener
community.

The village received a grant from NYSERDA for $5000 that we are using
to convert 18 ornamental lights in the village to LED and supply Holiday
LED lights. This will reduce our electrical usage and reduce village
costs. The village is also working on getting an electric vehicle for our
codes enforcement and some electric vehicle charging stations. The
Village is applying for grants to help pay for both of these.

At the Fall Festival, the Village of Fayetteville announced a new Kitchen
Waste Composting Pilot program that we're very excited about. The pilot
program will involve bi-monthly curbside pickup of kitchen waste. We will
be educating the residents about the benefits associated with residential
composting. Composting is the practice of separating organic waste
(food and more) from regular landfill bound household garbage so that it
can be processed into a nutrient rich material (compost) and can then be
used to improve soil quality. After a meal, leftover food scraps from
cooking and your plate can be placed into your composting bin. By
separating your food scraps at home, you are helping to send less waste
to the landfill and thereby reducing tipping fees. More importantly, you're
contributing to a cleaner and healthier environment.

The Village compost pilot will be vegan. We will accept plant-based
products such as vegetable waste, fruit waste, coffee grounds, and tea.
(We will not accept meat, fish, dairy, eggs, fats, oils, or pet waste.)
Tipping fees have increased over the last few years and reducing waste
volume helps reduce the village’s costs. It also helps the environment
and improves the future for our children and grandchildren. A
The Village of Fayetteville invites the first 100 households to sign - 2
up to participate in this Kitchen Waste Composting Pilot program.

Remember, the Village will continue to provide normal waste
management, separate from the Kitchen Compost Pilot program.
Garbage pickup, recycling of paper, glass, and cans, leaves and yard
waste pickup, and building debris pickup. (Remember, the Village does
NOT pick up grass clippings.)

Greetings everyone, | hope you had a great summer and are enjoying the
Fall. Each season offers so much beauty as is seen in the changing colors
of the trees. The Tree Commission has been active this Fall with the
continued identification and treatment of Ash trees for the emerald
ash borer on village lands (streets & parks). Long term we will lose
many if not all the Ash trees to the invasive borer, however, treatment
allows for a more fiscally friendly plan of removal of these trees and
replacement with different species. Fall is also time for planting new
street trees in the village. As in past years we will be planting “bare
root” trees in locations throughout the village where trees have been
removed due to age and condition or adding new sites as they become
available. If you have a question regarding a street tree or seek to add a
tree, please contact the village office and they will pass your information to
the Tree Commission who will get back to you and discuss your questions,
concerns and requests.

Of course, we see the daily activity of the DPW as they stay hard at work
with the weekly/monthly tasks and certainly the special projects they are
involved with throughout the village. Every season has challenges for
them and we know Fall means “leaf season”. They will be around to all
the neighborhoods collecting leaves and this will be their main activity
(outside of trash & recycling) during the month of November. Please have
your leaves piled along your property at the edge of the road (not in the
road) for them.

| have been working with a great committee on updating our Village
Comprehensive Plan, a plan that encompasses the community’s vision,
goals, and strategies to reflect our vision for people who live, work
and recreate here. The current plan was updated in 2014 and typically is
reviewed and updated every 8-10 years. We have looked at updated data
to identify trends and changes that have occurred, as well as, future land
use considerations, policies and best uses for our spaces. We have

received and reviewed input from the community as well through surveys FZ;:Ieatf:vﬁ:e
and public workshops. After consideration of all of the above, the - =
committee is nearing the end of our review and recommendations for the Comprehensive
updated plan. The Plan will then be reviewed by the Boards and Plan

Commissions of the Village (Planning, Zoning, Historic Preservation and
Tree Commission) for any additional input they would like to suggest. That
will be reviewed and acted upon by the Committee and the final draft will
then be proposed to the Village Board. The public will also have an
opportunity to review the Plan and offer additional input. At that point
the Village Board will address those concerns and hold a Public
Hearing before it is brought to a vote. Please check the website as
this process nears the end and participate by sharing your thoughts
with us. You may also reach out to me directly if you have questions.

As we approach the holidays, it is my wish that everyone has the
opportunity to enjoy them with family and friends and that everyone has a
happy healthy New Year! ~Mike
